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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Applicant's election without traverse of Group II, claims 1 1-20, in the reply filed 
on January 26, 2007 is acknowledged. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement filed February 14, 2005 fails to comply with 
37 CFR 1 .98(a)(3) because it does not include a concise explanation of the relevance, 
as it is presently understood by the individual designated in 37 CFR 1.56(c) most 
knowledgeable about the content of the information, of each patent listed that is not in 
the English language. Both EP 0732413 (A1 and B1) have been placed in the 
application file, but the information referred to therein has not been considered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 
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Art Unit: 1742 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the 
various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the 
obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each 
claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order 
for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 
U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 1 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

US 2002/0029865 to Kneppe et al in view of JP 07-100593 (PTO-1449). 

Kneppe discloses the features including continuous casting of steel strip having a 

thickness between about 1 to 6 mm ([0001]). The molten steel is delivered to cooled 

casting rolls ([0017] and [0019]). The solidified steel is passed to nips with counterrolls 

to form a reduced thickness ([0017] - [0018]). The casting process is done under inert 

gas to prevent oxidation ([0022]). Kneppe does not disclose the steel strip composition. 

JP 07-100593 discloses conventional steel compositions in [0008] and Table 1 which 

are known to be produced by similar continuous casting steps. Accordingly, it would 

have been prima facie obvious for an ordinary skill artisan motivated by a reasonable 

expectation of success to use the conventional steel composition in continuous casting 

of Kneppe in order to obtain all of the known benefits. It has been held a use of new 

material (here old material) in old process is not invention since process is merely being 

used with analogous material in same art for which process was developed, In re 

LaVerne, et al., 108 USPQ 335.
